MENTS OF COTTON IN RALEIGH. 

Receipts for week ending Feh, 12, 
1876, 478 bales ; same week fast year, 
$74; decrease in receipts for week this 
year, 496; whole receipts since Ist 
rept, ’75 to date, 29,856; receipts for 
corresponding time last year, 24,187 ; 
increase in receipts this year to date, 
5669. The market has been very 
quiet all the week, and at one time 
declined to 11; for best grades, but 
closes at 12 cts. Thesame week last 
yeer our market closed active at 14} 
to i4{. The great depression in trade 
generally throughout the whole 
country has depressed the cotton 
market more than at any time since 
the war, and there seems no immes 
diate reliefahead, which must reduce 
the acreage put in cotton the coming 
seaso..
